ENGINEERS  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUNAPEE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


In  1960,  the  Fire  Department  answered  a  total  of  22 
alarms,  of  which  18  were  in  the  town  of  Sunapee.  Total 
damages  within  the  town  were  under  $3,000. 

Two  of  our  older  pieces  of  apparatus  were  dismantled 
of  usable  equipment  and  sold.  With  this  money  and  a  large 
portion  of  the  reserve  fund  built  up  over  the  past  years,  we 
purchased  a  1,000  gallon  tank  truck.  Through  volunteer 
labor  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  firemen  it  is  now  fully 
operational.  A  new  Company  known  as  Tanker  Company 
#4  was  made  up  of  existing  personnel  to  man  this  truck. 

The  Engineers  have  had  several  meetings  with  the 
Newbury  Fire  Department  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the 
fire  coverage  around  the  Lake  Sunapee  area.  The  begin- 
nings of  a  Mutual  Aid  System  have  been  established. 

The  Department  purchased  two  new  portable  pumps 
largely  through  funds  raised  by  the  firemen.  One  of  these 
has  been  added  to  the  Georges  Mills  Company  #3  and  one 
to  Tanker  Company  #4. 

The  Engineers  are  asking  for  an  increase  of  $500  in  our 
1961  appropriation  to  purchase  radios  for  our  station  and 
three  trucks.    The  original  cost  will  exceed  $1,900.    If  pur- 
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chased  at  the  present  time,  Civil  Defense  will  pay  for  one 
half  of  the  cost.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Department  itself  will 
be  able  to  raise  approximately  one  quarter  of  the  cost  and 
that  the  $500  mentioned  above  will  make  up  the  balance. 
These  radios  will  allow  us  to  tie  in  with  Claremont,  New- 
port, New  London,  and  Newbury  which  presently  have  this 
equipment.

ABBOTT  LIBRARY  REPORT 


For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1960 

The  use  of  the  Library  has  continued  to  show  an  in- 
crease this  year,  especially  by  the  school  students.  A  great 
deal  of  material  has  been  loaned  for  themes,  projects  and 
book  reports.  Starting  October  1st  the  Library  has  been 
open  Tuesday  evenings  instead  of  Friday  evenings  for  the 
greater  convenience  of  students  requiring  reference  ma- 
terial. 

Improvements  this  year  include  two  new  book  shelves 
for  our  collections  of  juvenile  and  adult  books  on  loan  from 
the  State  Library  Extension  Service,  and  a  new  bulletin 
board.

Members  of  the  Board  have  been  occupied  with  plan- 
ning and  supervising  the  construction  of  the  new  class- 
rooms and  the  Gymnasium-Auditorium.  The  classroom  for 
the  8th  grade  was  first  occupied  Thursday,  November  3, 
1960;  the  new  Science  classroom  was  occupied  November  7, 
1960.  The  expected  time  for  completion  of  the  Gymnasium- 
Auditorium  is  early  spring.  The  old  Science  room  is  now 
being  used  for  High  School  Mathematics  classes.  The 
Wheeler  Gymnasium  at  Newport  has  been  made  available 
for  some  of  the  Sunapee  basketball  games  during  January 
and  February. 

On  August  29,  1960,  a  gift  of  $100.00  was  gratefully  re- 
ceived from  summer  residents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  W.  Look, 
with  a  suggestion  that  this  money  be  added  to  the  "building 
fund  for  the  new  school  and  civic  gymnasium  and  social 
center." 

We  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Expansion 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  their  services  during  the 
planning  for  new  buildings.  This  Committee  included  the 
following:  Clyde  C.  Colcord,  Howard  M.  Pratt,  William 
Roach,  and  Richard  H.  Webb.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sunapee: 

I  submit  herewith  my  thirteenth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Enrollment 

The  enrollment  for  the  School  Year  1960-61  is  263  - 
divided  as  follows: 

Elementary  Grades   (1-8)   —  200 
High  School  (9-12)  —    63 

Single  grades  have  become  a  reality  with  the  comple- 
tion of  the  new  Addition.  With  the  passing  of  split  grades 
and  double  grades  in  the  same  room,  better  instruction 
should  result.  Teachers  can  spend  more  time  on  the  prepar- 
ation and  teaching  of  the  subjects  in  one  grade  only.  This 
should  result  in  definite  benefits  from  a  more  thorough 
training  at  the  elementary  level. 

Building  Programs 

With  two  building  projects  voted  by  the  1960  District 
Meeting,  much  extra  time  of  School  Board  members  and 
other  school  personnel  has  been  taken  up  by  the  details  of 
construction.  $55,000.00  was  voted  for  a  Science  Laboratory 
and  another  elementary  classroom  constructed  as  a  second 
floor  over  the  Addition  originally  built  in  1953. 

$145,000.00  was  voted  for  a  Gymnasium-Auditorium 
Building. 

We  were  fortunate  to  qualify  under  Title  III  of  the 
National  Defense  Act  of  1958  for  the  new  equipment  in  the 
Science  Laboratory.  This  amounted  to  one-half  the  total 
cost  of  $4,400.00.  The  $2,200.00  received  locally  was  much 
more  than  Sunapee  was  qualified  to  receive  on  the  basis 
of  the  number  of  students  in  school.  It  came  about  as  a 
result  of  the  special  approval  of  this  Science  project  by  the 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education. 

The  cost  of  the  two  building  projects  was  financed  by 
a  bond  issue  of  $200,000.00.  The  issue  was  sold  as  of  May  1, 
1960  at  a  very  favorable  interest  rate  of  3.4%.  By  re- 
investing a  part  of  this  bond  issue  in  U.  S.  Treasury  Notes, 
an  additional  $630.00  was  earned. 

Staff 

As  Sunapee  completes  a  substantial  building  program, 
constant   attention   should   be   given   to   keeping   qualified 
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teachers  and  recruiting  capable  replacements.  Salaries  at 
least  comparable  to  surrounding  communities,  a  reasonable 
teacher  work-load,  and  parental  appreciation  of  their  ser- 
vices, are  all  factors  in  retaining  good  teachers. 

Conclusion 

The  work  of  the  school  touches  many  phases  of  com- 
munity activity.  It  is  my  hope  that  the  accomplishments 
will  be  such  as  to  merit  the  continued  interest  and  support 
of  the  citizens  of  Sunapee.

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  of  Sunapee  quali- 
fied to  vote  in  District  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Hall 
in  said  District  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March, 
1961,  at  one-thirty  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

Article     1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article    2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article    4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  choose  one  or  more  Auditors  and  such 
other  Officers  and  Agents  as  the  voters  may  judge  necessary. 

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $147,432.14,  as  recommended  by  the  School  Board 
in  its  annual  report,  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  sal- 
aries of  District  Officers,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statu- 
tory obligations  of  the  District;  and  to  authorize  the  appli- 
cation against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  esti- 
mated to  be  received  from  state  sources,  together  with  other 
income  estimated  at  $8,780.00,  the  School  Board  to  certify 
to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue 
and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  by  the  Town. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,500.00  for  the  pur- 
pose of  employing  a  Physical  Education  teacher  for  ser- 
vices at  both  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  levels. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the 
District,  any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes 
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which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and/or  United  States. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  have  candi- 
dates for  the  offices  of  School  Moderator,  School  Clerk, 
School  Board,  School  Treasurer,  and  School  Auditor  file  a 
declaration  of  candidacy  with  the  Clerk  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  Annual  District  Meet- 
ing. (The  number  of  days  shall  include  Sundays  and  shall 
end  on  the  day  before  the  Annual  District  Meeting  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
non-partisan  ballot  system  as  provided  for  in  Chapter  59, 
Section  77  of  the  revised  statutes  annotated  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  adopt  as  the 
check  list  for  the  School  Meeting  the  check  list  of  the  Town. 

Article  13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legal- 
ly come  before  said  meeting.
